Claim 35 has been cancelled because claims 35 and 36 were essential 
duplicates of one another. As such one of the claims had to be cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendment overcomes the rejection of claims 12 to 14, 33 and 35 in the previous office 
action. Specifically, as amended, the claimed composition is required to be useful in a 
CVD process while being stabilized against polymerization during extended periods of 
heating (which is elaborated upon in applicants' specification). There is nothing in the 
prior art to indicate that the composition therein can be used in a CVD process (note for 
instance that the prior art adds a relatively large amount of free radical scavenger that 
could cause undesired impurities in a CVD process) and there is nothing to indicate that 
the amount or type of free radical scavenger added in the prior art will stabilize the 
composition against polymerization during extended periods of heating. The Chen 
reference cited in applicants' PTO 1449 has been considered, but does not qualify as 
prior against the instant claims due to its later filing date.
